The body of Col. Joseph K. Rickey, who 
committed suicide in New York City Thurs- 
day afternoon by taking carbolic acid, ar- 
rived in St. Louis Saturday morning. 

The first announcement of Rickey’s death 
Was coupled with the statement that he 
had committed suicide. Later this was 
denied by the family and at the coroner’s 
office. 

But after the autopsy was finished Coro- 
ner Scholer said a quantity of the car- 
bolic acid was found in the stomach, 
enough to cause the death of one in Col. 
Rickey’s condition, and that he believed 
the acid must have been taken either in 
whisky or through a glass tube, as there 
Were no traces of it upon the lips of the 
dead man or in the mouth or throat. 

Col. Rickey was first seen and recog- 
nized by Policeman Riordan reeling as if 
about to fall at Broadway and Twenty- 
fifth street, near the Hoffman House. The 


policeman assisted him to his home at %| 


West Twenty-fifth street, a few doors 
from Broadway, where he died before an 
Smibulance from the New York Hospital 
eould be called.

RICKEY’S CAREER 
BEGAN IN CALLOWAY 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FULTON, Mo., April 24—Joseph Kyle 
Rickey was born in Keokuk, Io., 61 years 
ago. He moved to Callaway county, Mis- 
sourl, at the outbreak of the war and Ful- 
ton has since been his legal residence, al- 
though for many years he has not been 
there one month in the 12, his whole time 
being spent in Wasington during the ses- 
sions of Congress and in New York during 
the recesses. He invariably returned to 
Missouri to vote the straight Democratic 
ticket in national campaigns. On these oc- 
casions he usually spent a week or so 
hunting and fishing along Black river. 

Hise most intimate friends in Missouri 
outside the members of the congressional 
delegations were Col. J. G. Prather, Col. 
WilHdam Hyde, for whom Col. Rickey’s only 
son was named, James O. Broadhead and 


Maj. Harvey W. Saimon. 

Although from a Northern state, Rick- 
ey sided with the Confederacy and 
joined that army. After one year’s ser- 
vice he was captured by the Union forces 
and paroled. 

In 1865 he married at Fulton, Miss Sal- 
lie Isabella Howard, whom he met at 
Kirksville while in the army. At the 
close of-the war Col. Riekey moved to 
Mississippi, where he remain two years. 
On his return to Calloway County, where 
he entered politics, several times he was a 
candidate for the legislature, but was al- 
ways defeated. 

Later he went to Washington, and for the 
last fifteen years has been ‘dentified with 
numerous pleces of national legislation. 
He figured most prominently in 1896, when 
he ardently supported ‘Silver Dick’* Bland 
for the presidential nomination. The selec- 
tion of Bryan was a severe blow to the 
goenel. who was warmly attached to Mr.

The Millers’ National Federation wil] hold 
a meeting at Detroit, June 3, 4 and 5. It is 
expected that every large milling concern 
in the United States will be represented. 
One of the principal questions that will 
come before the federation is the discrim- 
ination in freight rates against flour in fa- 
vor of wheat. Mr. W. C. Elis, president of 
the St. Louis Millers’ Clyb, in the follow- 
ing statement gives the argument of the 
flour interests: 


BY W. C. ELLIS. 

Lower export freights for wheat than for 
flour certainly tend to build up foreign milis 
at the expense of American flour manufac- 
turers. This is and has been always well 
understood, and it is one of the aims of the 
Millers’ National Federation to combat this 
inequality. 

But even if milers obtained the same rail 
and ocean rates for flour as for wheat, un- 
der all circumstances and at all times, west. 
ern millers cam never sell their flour at thé 
price which they should get in comparison 
with wheat; so long’ as the inland carrier 
absolutely refuses to.guarantee any specific 
time of delivery at the seaboard. 


Fljour from the Mississippi valley may be 
30, 60. 90 or 120 days in transit to the steam- 
er, and the buyer on the other side of the 
ocear. is subject to the resk of market 
filuctuat.ons for that length cf time. 

On the other hand, wheat car be, and 
usually iv, stored at the sealoard, ready 
for shipmert to any market., Flour must 
b* shippeé from the western mill, as a rule, 
after it is gold. on account of the variety 
of pockcges. brands and grades required 
bv different markets. 

The wheat buyer may get his purchases 
in 10 or 20 days after the transaction is 
closed by cable. The flour buyer waits 
from six weeks to three or four months, 
and has no’ recourse against anyone if the 
market goes against him, and his sales are 
canceled by the second buyers. 

The remedy lies in the hands of exporting 
miliers. They are selling their products 
for far less than they would bring in £u- 
ropean markets if they could only make 
prompt delivery at destination with some 
reasonable certainty.

RICKEY’S CAREER 
BEGAN IN CALLOWAY

FULTON, Mo., April %#—Joseph Kyle 
Rickey was born in Keokuk, Io., 61 years 
ago. He moved to Callaway county, Mis- 
souri, at the outbreak of the war and Ful- 
ton has since been his legal residence, al- 
though for many years he has not been 
there one month in the 12, his whole time 
being spent in Wasington during the ses- 
sions of Congress and in New York during 
the recesses. He invariably returned to 
Missouri to vote the straight Democratic 
ticket in national campaigns. On these oc- 
casions he usually spent a week or so 
hunting and fishing along Black river. 
Hise most intimate friends in Missouri 
outside the members of the congressional! 
delegations were Col. J. G. Prather, Col. 
WilHam Hyde, for whom Col. Rickey’s only 
son was named, James O. Broadhead and 
Maj. Harvey W. Saimon. : 

Although from a Northern state, Rick- 
ey sided with the Confederacy and 
joined that army. After one year's ser- 
vice he was captured by the Union forces 
and paroled. 

In 1865 he married at Fulton, Miss Sal- 
lie Isabella Howard, whom he met at 
Kirksville while in the army. At the 
close of-the war Col. Rickey moved to 
Mississippi, where he remain two years. 
On his return to Calloway County, where 
he entered politics, several times he was a 
candidate for the legislature, but was al- 
ways defeated. 

Later he went to Washington, and for the 
last fifteen years has been ‘dentified with 
numerous pleces of national legislation.

Officers Believe, Despite 
Root’s Denial, Roosevelt Is 
Determined to Make Him 
Governor of Philippines. 


OBJECTION TO THIS 
IS. STRONG AND DEEP 


Not Jealousy of His Advanoe- 
ment, but Dislike. of His 
Methods in Crowding Out 
Others the Cause.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—While Briga- 
dier-General Leonard Wood, known as the 
close friend of the President more than for 
military achievement, is being showered 
with European honors on his way to the 
Philippines, army officers are wondering 
what is next in store for him. 

They are doing a lot of thinking, but 
they do not think aloud, for to President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Root any criti- 
cism of Gen. Wood or his methods of se- 
curing advancement, however mild the re- 
mark, is little short of treagon. 

Army officers strongly suspect that Gen. 
Wood will not have been in the Philipines 
long until he is installed as governor of the 
islands in place of Judge Taft, for whom a 
good position will be found in Washington. 

Mr. Root has repeatedly denied that 
there is any such intention, but he has de- 
nied it so often and on such slight provo- 
cation as to make it appear to those who 
are most interested, that he ig protesting 
too much, 

Mr. Root's oft-repeated statements have 
not convinced his subordinates. They be- 
lieve Gen. Wood will soon be at the head 
of the Philippine government, and resent- 
ment over this new mark of presidential 
favor is deep and strong throughout the 
war department. 

The resentment is not due to jealousy 
Over the rapidity with which Gen. Wood 
has been advancd over the heads of mén 
who had long been his seniors because 
he has the friendship of those in author- 
ity, but to dislike of his methods. 

Gen. Wood has become.one of the most 
unpopular officers in the army because of 
the general belief that he has built him- 
self up by secretly undermining others, in- 
cluding his best friends, and taking credit 
that was not rightfully his. 

Bellairs Scandal Not 

New to Army Officers. 

Army officers learned nothing that they 
did not already know from the disclosures 
concerning Gen. Wood's close relations 
with “Capt. Bellairs.””. They know more 
about the methods by which Gen. Wood is 
alleged .to have won advancement than 
has ever been published. 

Gen. Wood owes his start to the fact 
that he cured Senator Alger of a mild 
case of the grip when Alger was in the 
cabinet. 

As a reward Alger gave him promotion 
“for meritorious service in Arizona’ Indian 
fights. 

Next came Wood's appearance in Cuba 
as colonel of Rough Riders. His firet feat 
in Cuba was to run his regiment into an 
ambuscade at Las Guasimas. Wheres Col. 
Wood was during the battle of San _ mt 
Hill has never been determined. He must 
have been somewhere in the rear, for he did 
not go up the hill with his troopers.

for Others’ Work. 

It is alleged by army men that Wood 
never inaugurated one reform in Cuba, 
but carried out the work precisely as 
Gens. Lawton, Brooks, Ludiow, ilson 
and Fitzhugh Lee had piannd it. He is 
said to have taken ali the credit. however. 
When Gen. Lawton reac Washington, 
he found that he had lost caste, but could 
not learn why. 

He refused then to believe that charges 
had been made by Gen. Wood, and it was 
not until shortly before his death that 
he was convinced that he had been un- 
dermined by the officer he had befriended. 

After many appeais, Gen. Lawton was 
assigned to the Philippines on Dec. 4, 
1898. The reputation that had been given 
him in the “secret and private’ letters 
trom Cuba followed him and Gen. Otis, 
refiecting the sentiment of his superiors 
viewed with suspicion and hesitated 
to give him a command. 

Yet, the suspicion followed him and, in 
every case, he was recailed just when he 
wanted to go ahead and finish. 

Public sentiment at home finally forced 
the administration to recognize his dis- 
tinguished bravery and Otis had been noti- 
fied that Lawton would be promoted to a 
brigadier general in the regular army. He 
was then only a colonel and a brigadier 
general of volunteers. Otis knew this 
when Lawton returned to Manila from the 
front on Dec. 17, but did not tell him the 
good news. 

On Dec. 18, Lawton, still determined to 
retrieve ‘his lost honors, went back to 
the front. The next morning he was killed 
in the battle of San Mateo, where he ex- 
posed himself with all the reckless daring 
of a man who was desperately fighting for 
his honor. 

Had Otis told Lawton he was to be made 
a brigadier general he probably would not 
have gone to San Mateo and certain! 
would not have exposed thimself as he did. 
for he would have known that he had at 
last vindicated himeelf. 

Lawton died without knowing that he 
had won what he had been fighting for, 
but he di believing that he had been sys- 
tematicallY¥ undermined and betrayed by 
Gen. Leonard Wood.

Commitment by Son Said to 
Have Been Without War- 
rant of Law. 


DUBUQUE, Io., April 2%.—The alleged 
illegal confinement of Mrs. Margaret 
O’Laughlin of Wabasha, Minn., in Bt. 
Joseph's Mercy Hospital for the insane, in 
this city, may lead to the indictment of 
her son, Frank O’Laughlin, on the charge 
of kidnaping. 

Attorneys for the aged woman, who have 
been tryinig to secure her release from the 
asylum for three weeks, threaten to begin 
proceedings against her son. After a long- 
drawn-out fight in the district court, three 
weeks ago, in which much expert medical 
testimony was introduced, Judge O’ Donnell 
remanded Mrs. O’Laughlin to the charge of 
the asylum authorities, as her attending 
physician declared that she is insane and 
that it would require several months’ 
treatment to restore her mental strength. 

A week after Judge O'Donnell remand- 
ed Mrs. O’Laughlin to the asylum, a 
habeas corpus proceeding was brought 
against Frank O’Laughlin in Minnesota 
and he was at once ordered to produce 
his mother in court. He refused and 
undertook to justify his refusal by con- 
tending that she was physically and 
mentally unable to travel. 

Monday Dr. Bond of Wabasha and Dr. 
Adams of Lake City, Minn., the latter 
being her physician for 20 years, ar- 
rived here and accompanied by Mrs. 
O’Laughlin’s sister went to the asylum 


to see the latter and ascertain whether 
she was able to travel. urd, Mrs. 
drag + me agg he aeesner. accompanied them, 
but they were denied the privilege of 
seeing the patient. except by permis- 
sion of Dr. McCarthy, the house phy- 
sician. He declined to give his permis- 
sion. The sister in charge showed Mr. 
Hurd the rules of the state board of con- 
trol governing asylums, which state that 
a patient cannot be communicated with 
parags by the ee of the person 
in charge or e attending physician. 
Mr. Hurd informed the sister that un- 
der the rules she could give permission, 
but she would not do so. 

The party then returned to the city and 
Attorney Hurd called on Judge O'Donnel! 
and stated the situation to him and he at 
once made an order that the state permit 
the Minnesota doctors and those with 
them to see the patient. 

The Minnesota doctors examined Mrs. 
O’Laughiin at length and found her per- 
fectly able, physically and mentally, to 
travel. The doctors will testify before the 
Minnesota court that she is able to return 
home. 

Mrs. O’Laughlin’s attorneys will make 
every effort to secure her release from 
the asylum and the fight in the courts 
promises to be very interesting. 

Six months o Mrs. O'Laughliin’s son, 
Frank, brought her to Dubuque and placed 
her in the sisters’ asylum without warrant 
of law. The Iowa law provides that no 
person shall be committed to a private 
asylum unless under a commitment by the 
commissioners of insanity, or on a certifi- 
cate signed by two reputable physicians. 

Soon after her arrival at the asylum, Dr. 
McCarthy of Dubuque and Dr. A. M. Pond 
of Webster City made an examination and 
issued a certificate to the effect that she 
was insane. Five local physicians have 
declared Mrs. O'Laughlin to be he med 
sound of mind, while two, the asylum doc- 
tore, say she is insane.

DALLAS, xX., Apr fi 25.—Texas has 
out to have an exhibit at the St. 

Lovis Werld’s Fair in spite of the law 
makers, who refused to make any appro- 
priation. To this end a state commission 
has been appointed, with headquarters in 
this city and contributions are being so- 
licited. The first week's work has been 
most successful. The secretary of the 
commiesion is Louis J. Wortham. To tae 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch he said: 

“I belleve we will suceed, but any man 
who imagines that it will be so easy that 
his own help won’t be needed, will make 
a grave mistake. 

There is a tremendous force of public 
sentiment behind the proposition,” Mr. 
Wortham continued, “and if one were to 
accept sentiment at par wé should have 
enough money to build an exposition of our 
own. 

“It is this mistaken estimate as to the 
monetary value of sentiment that makes it 
look so easy to many. 

“If every man in the state was inter- 
viewed, I have no doubt he would sa 
Texas ought to be represented at St. Pome 
and he would grow eloquent in roving it; 
but it is wonderful how few grains of gol 
and silver there are in an immense volume 
ot big words.

First’’ and “‘Kain Second” 
Because the One Was Al- 


ways Just Behind the 
Other. 


The recent appointment of a coadjutor 
to Archbishop Kain of St. Louis and the 
announcement that Archbishop Keane of 
Dubuque—Keane and Kain are pronounced 
alike—is to deliver the sermon at the in- 
stallation of Mgr. O'Connell as rector of 
the Catholic University in New York have 
drawn attention again -to the curious rela- 
tion of the careers of two of the ablest 
and most eloquent prelates in the Catholic 
hierarchy in America. 

The two archbishops were brought up 
in adjoining states, entered the same class 
at college at the same age, were rivals for 
first honors, were ordained priests togeth- 
er, were made bishops before they were 4) 
years old and both now occupy important 
archepiscopal sees. 

Nearly half a century ago John Joseph 
Keane of Baltimore and John Joseph Kain 
of Martinsburg, W. Va., presented them- 
selves as students for the priesthood at 
St. Charles College, Maryland. Each was 
about 16 years old. They were assigned 
to the same class, and, within a few 
weeks, it became apparent that they were 
to be the leaders of the class and rivals 
in it. 

“Keane First; 
Kain Second.”’ 

From the beginning the professors, as 
well as the students, found difficulty in 
distinguishing the names of the two boys. 
Both were “John Joseph’ and they had no 
physical peculiarities which might suggest 
a distinguishing nickname, both being well- 
grown and handsome. When a professor 
wanted either to recite, he would have to 
point to the particular youth he meant or 
spell out K-e-a-n-e or K-a-i-n. The stu- 
dents improved on this after a while by 
giving to Keane the title of “My Mary- 
land’ and calling Kain “Old Virginny.” 

At the end of the first quarter, however, 
the difficulty was overcome in a most sit- 
isfactory way. According to custom, the 
president of the college read in public the 
quarterly reports, showing the standing of 
each boy in each study. When the fourth 
class was reached, the president announced 
that in Latin, J. J. K-esa-n-e was first and 
J. J. K-a-i-n second. "It was the same in 
Greek, in English literature and in all the 
other studies. More than half a dozen 
times did the president read out— 
“‘.e-a-n-e first; K-a-i-n, second,’’ and be- 
fore he was through, the whisper, ac- 
companied by laughter, began to go around 
the hall—‘Keane, first; Kain, second.’ 

That settled it. When the boys filed out 
on the campus, ‘““My Maryland’ was buried 

“Keane First’? rose in his 

“Old Virginny’ was trans- 
ormed “Kain Second.” The names 
adhered to the boys throughout their col- 
lege career, and their records re jus- 
tified them. They kept well ahead of their 
class in all branches, but Keane was 
always first and Kain second. It was so in 
the first examinations and in the prize ora- 
torical contest. Both were even then fine 
speakers, and the judges were almost even- 
ly divided in opinion as-to their merits. 
After a long consultation, however, the de- 
cision was: “Keane, first; Kain, second.” 


Rivals Were Friends 
and Companions. 


From college, they went to St. Mary's 
Seminary, Baltimore, together and took 
u their philosophical and _ theological 
studies. It was still “Keane, first: Kain, 
second.” And when they stood side by side 
in the old Baltimore Cathedral to receive 
the order of priesthood, it was the unani- 
mous opinion of their associates and of the 
professors who educated them that both 
would speedily rise in the church, but that 
it would be “Keane, first: Kain, second,’’ to 
the end of the chapter. Yet the rivals were 
firm ends, and iInsevarable companions 
before beginning their work as priests 
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tained. Father Keane was assigned to 
fashionable St. Patrick’s Church in Wash- 
ington. He soon made a reputation there. 
Within a few months Washington was 
talking about his eloquence and St. Pat- 
rick’s was crowded whemever he preached. 
Nearly all the Catholic representatives of 
foreign countries took pews in the church, 
Catholic members of Congress, who seldom 
went to church at all, went to St. Pat- 
rick’s to hear the young orator, and a 
large part of the congregation every Sun- 
day was made up of Protestants. Class- 
mates of Father Keane predicted that he 
would soon be a bishop. 

Meanwhile Father Kain was laboring in 
the little village of Harper’s Ferry in West 
Virginia. In his little church up on Boli- 
var Heights, overlooking Jefferson's R 
John Brown's “Fort” and the junction of 
the Potomac and Shenandoah rivers, he 
preached‘to a congregation of villagers and 
farmers. He gained a reputation for elo- 
quence, too, but, for a time, it did not get 
beyond the Blue Ridge Mountains, across 
the Shenandoah. 

His was «a hard missionary life at this 
time. His parish covered about forty 
square miles; he had to say mass at times 
in farmhouses and often his sermons were 
addressed to half a dozen farmers and their 
families. They were as carefully prepared 
and as eloquently delivered, however, as 
if he had audiences of foreign ambassa- 
dors. United States senators and members 
of Congress. 


Kain First; 


Keane Second. 
At this period.all who knew the young 
priest believed that he would go on as 
‘Keane First,’’ “Kain Second” During 


the next 10 years their places remained the 
same, except that Father Kain’s reputation 
for eloquence spread through the towns of 
West Virginia and a part of Virginia. He 
was call on to deliver lectures in these 
towns and farmers, Catholic and Protest- 
ant, often drove 30 miles to hear him. 
Still his reputation could not be compared 
to that o the orator of 8t. Patrick’s 
Church, whose name was known through- 
out the country. 

About twelve years after thie ordination 
of Father Keane and Father Kain, Bishop 
Whelan of Wheeling W. Va. died. The 
name of Father Keane of Washington was 
at once meen as his probable eucces- 
sor and his old college companions said to 
one another: ‘I told you so; Keane first, 


always.

After a delay of several months cable dis- 
patches came from Rome announcing, ac- 
cording to some papers, that the Rev. John 
Joseph Kain had been inted bishop 
of heeling, and, according to others, 
that the Rev. John Joseph Keane had been 
chosen, The odds were still 2 to 1 that 
it was Keane, first; but when the 
official papers reached Baltimore it was 
found that the Rev. John Joseph Kain of 
Harper's Ferry was to be the new bishop of 
Wheeling. 

It was a shock to the old clAssmates of 
the rivals. The positions held for 20 years 
or more were reversed. ‘‘Kain second’’ had 
become “Kain first,’”’ and ‘‘Keane first’ 
had become ‘‘Keahe second.’’

After the first surprise, the question. was 
general—will it continue, or will Keane yet 
pass the new bishop? A few years later 
the question was answered, in part, by the 


announcement from Rome that Father 
Keane had been appointed bishop of Rich- 
mond, Va. The situation then became ex- 
citing to those who had followed the ca- 
reers of the two bishops since their col- 
lege days. 

Which would first wear the pallium of 
an archbishop? was then the question. 
It remained unanswered for many years. 
The bishops of the two Virginias went on 
with their work, their reputations grew 
apece and neither faster than the other. 
When, however, Bishop Keane gave up his 
diocese to become rector of the Catholic 
University, it looked as if he had retired 
from the race permanently and interest in 
the careers of the rivals decreased. There 
was little excitement, therefore, when 
news came from Rome that Bishop Kain 
had been appointed archbishop of St. Louis. 

“It is Kain, first, to the end,’’ was the 
general comment. 

This opinion was strengthened when 
Bishop Keane gave up the rectorship of 
the Catholic University and was called to 
Rome to reside there. It was said then that 
he had failen into disfavor at Rome and 
would the remainder of his days with- 
in the shadow of St. Peter’s—one of the 
many bishops there without dioceses.

A Law Passed Prohibiting] 
Foreigners From Get- 
ting the Bivalves. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 2%.—The discov- 
éry that the oyster fisheries of Louisiana 
are one of thé most valuable properties of 
the state promises to cause a revolution 
along the gulf coast. Of the value of 
these oysters nothing was known a few 
years ago, and they were sold almost ex- 
clusively in the New Orleans market, the 
trade being in the hands of Austrians 
(Dalmatians), Manila men (Filipinos) and 
Acadians. 

The Legislature at the last session cre- 
ated an oyster commission and passed a 
very rigid law which prohibits any ex- 
cept citizens of Louisiana from engaging 
in the oyster fisheries. This law has had a 
most remarkable combination of effects. 

It started, first of all, a war between 
Louisiana and Mississippi over their water 
boundary, which has, at times, nearly 
reached the stage of a physical struggle. 
The matter is beforé the United States 
Supreme Court in an original suit between 
the two states, and it has been agreed that 
until the suit is decided the disputed ter- 
Titory shall be open to the fishermen of 
both states. , 


Gunboat Warns 

Pirate Fishermen. 

This compromise, however, has not as- 
sured complete peace. The Louisiana Oys- 
ter Commission has a gunboat which has 


been warning away some of the Missis- 
sippi fishermen—or pirates, as the Louisi- 
anans call them; and in Biloxi and other 
oyster towns of Mississippi, this action of 
the commission has been denounced in the 
most violent terms and calls have been 
made upon the fishermen to resist these 
acts by force, 

t not yet come to a skirmish, but 
it is likely to do so unless the supreme 
court soon passes on the boundary case. 
As a matter of fact, the Miss pi can- 
ners have been depending largely on Lou- 
isiana oysters for years, and to supply the 
trade they will have tu get them by Sevae, 
if necessary. 

In Louisiana the iaw has revolutionized 
the oyster industry and hus made a great 
many people uncomfortable. The first to 
teel the effects of the change were tie 
amateur hunters and fishermen.

Driving Out All 
the Foreigners. 

Scattered through the marsh, especially 
on the banks of bayous and their streams, 
are comfortable hunting or fishing lodges, 
beloging to social clubs of New Orleans, 
where the members can run for an evening 


or a Sunday, certain of rest from the city’s 
busy clamor, and of a good game or fish 
dinner. 

But since the new law went into offect 
frequiring the oysters caught in Louisiana 
to be canned or prepared in the state, there 
have sprung up in this marsh big canning 
ectablishments, which have been moved 
from Mississippi or land, with hun- 
dreds of cabins for tho Bohemian shuck- 
ers and canners, and the marsh is redolent 
with the odors of spoilt oysters. 

The Austrains were the next victims. No 
one knows exactly when they came to 
Louisiana, but they have controlled the 
oyster industry of the state for 0 or more 
years. They are Dalmatians of pure or 
nearly pure Slavic type with distinctly 
Slavic names—Abramvoch, Jacobvich, Nic- 
oiavich and the like, but speaki good 
Tialian, and associating mainly w the 
Italian colony, although, in all respects of 
tem nt and character they are as 
distinctly non-Italians as a people can be. 

Although living here for half a ceniury 

r more, and accumulating property, very 
ew of them have ome naturalized. Tho 
new law restricting oyster fishing to citi- 
gens of Louisiana has made the entire col- 
ony run for the United States Court to be- 
come naturalized. ai enen they have lived 
here co long, they had not shown the slight- 
eet disposition to become citizens of the 
United States—and their citizenship is 
founded entirely on oysters. 

The new law is very distasteful to them. 
and they are raising a fund to try to break 
+ ng that the oyster industry wil 

gs under it into the hands of two or three 
Bi: companies. 

But even worse victims are the poor Fili- 
pinos of Lake Borgne. The blow has not yet 
fallen upon them, and they do not even 
know that it is coming, but when it does 
fall it will destroy one of the most pic- 
tureaque settlements in Louisiana. 

The Louistana Fi' pinos have beea 
wiitten cup, especially since the battle of 
Manila Bay. Previous to that event, strarg- 
ers wero frequently taken to this settlement 
as one of the curiosities of Louisiana. 

There are between 1000 and 1500 Filipinos 
near New Orleans, and they have been 
fhere so long that memory runneth not the 
contrary. No one knows, not even the Fill- 
pinos themselves, when the settlement was 
established. 


Great Possibilities

He is at St 
Mary’s Infirmary witha fractured skull, 
unconscioous. His recovery is considered 
impossible. 

Hensen met disaster essaying the feat 
which Diavolo has performed twice a day 
during the past week at the Forepaugh 
and Sells Bros. circus, before applauding 
thousands. 

Hensen was Diavolo’s ynderstudy. He 
had achieved the hazardous feat a score 
of times in practice, but had not reaped 
the rewarding plaudits dear to mer who 
risk their lives for the amusement of the 
fickle crowd. 

This week he was to have performed the 
feat in public, alternating with Diavolo 
to relieve the tremendous strain which the 
act imposes on ene who does it continu- 
ously. 

That he might not fail in his public ep- 
pearance, Hensen was practicing every 
morning. 

Yesterday morning the big arena was de- 
serted save for a few of the circus em- 
ployes who were getting paraphernalia in 
readiness for the afternoon performance. 
Hensen took the wheel to the top of the 
runway, 75 feet above the ground, made 
the descent ‘and whirled around the loop 
successfully two or three times.

The secret of looping the loop on a bi- 
cycle and living to tell about it is in com- 


plete concentration. 

I rivet my mind to that black line, which 
marks the course which the wheel m@m 
take if it is to come out of the loop right 
side up. If the mind of the rider clings to 
that line and shuts out everything else in 
the wide world, the wheel will follow the 
black line down the incline, around the loop 
and to safety. 

If the mind is permitted to wander for 
a fragment of a second—Jem’s did. 

When the start is made, there appears 
to be silence, but so acutely am I keyed 
up for the ordeal that my organism seems 
for an instant to be the center of vibra- 
tion under the canvas. Sounds which at 
other times I would not hear prick my ears 
sharply. 

My being is as sensitive to even the 
mood of the crowd as a photographic 
plate to light. 

For a supreme instant my seftges seem 
to be the target of every sight and 
sound and scent under the tent. 
Then it is as if I had suddenly be- 
come attuned to all these. The sounds 
die. The crowd vanishes. 

For five and a half seconds there is 
nothing in the world so far as I am 
concerned but a black line, no bicycle, 
no incline, no lop, no danger, just a 
black line.

NO OVAL ROA 


President Roosevelt Talked 
in Plain Language to 
Wyoming Citizens. 


ALLIANCE, Neb., April @i—President 
Roosevelt completed a hard day today with 
& 15-minute stop at Alliance this evening. 
Capt. Seth Bullet, superintendent of the 
Black Hills Forest reserve, who joined the 
President at Gardiner yesterday, left the 
train here. 

The demonstration today that undoubted- 
ly pleased the President most was the cow- 
boy show at Edgemont, 8. D. The demon- 
stration was arranged by the Society of 
Black Hills Pioneers and consisted ef ex- 
hibitions of cowbey riding. 

In his speech at Alliance the President 
referred to the honor due te the early 
pioneers. 

“Honor to all good citizens,” he’ said, 
“but honor most of all to the men who 
took the lead in taming the shaggy wil- 
derness, to the trail blazers, the men who 
first of-the world marked out the paths, 
highways, the spotted lane, the blazed 
trail; the men who first, on horseback, 
steered across the great lonely plains and 
drove their cattle up to feed upen the 
rangés from which the buffalo had not yet 
vanished. To you from the Black Hillis 
who, coming here in 1876, or at the time 
immediately around that date, have devei- 
oped the wonderful mines of that region, 
have bullt up in what was then an Indian 
haunt, wilderness, cities like Deadwood 
and Lead, it has fallen to your lot 
to see one of the great epoch feats of a 
century. 

“YOu are among that body of men who 
conquered a continent for a race and a 
people; who did your full share in making 
the nineteenth century the most wonder- 
ful one upon which the sun has ever shone. 
Pioneer days have gone by, but the need 
of the old pioneer virtues remains the same 
as ever. (Applause). 

“You won and you could only win be- 


cause you had in you the stuff out of 
which strong men are made. In the day of |

He had been a soldier, a lawyer, a farmer 
and a legislator, bu’ he was always a poli- 
ticlan and ea talker. His most impolitic 

@peeches were the very ones that in many 
quarters made him strongest. He was 
‘warm hearted and impulsive, but this im- 
‘pulsiveness defeated him in the one con- 

‘test upon the winning of which his heart 
was most set—the election to Congress in 
1878. 

He had served so many sessions in the 
estate legislature that his election to this 
body had almost ceased to interest him. 
It also caused him to believe that his elec- 
ffon to the national Congress was as cer- 
tain as sunrise, and when he was defeated 
it nearly broke his heart. He never for- 

‘gave some of the men who were instru- 
mental in bringing about his defeat. He 
always declared, in almost every speech he

Vest, early in the war, was a major 
on the staff of Col. Geo. 8. Rathbun, in 
whose regiment were most of the members 
of the Missouri legislature Col Rathbun 
was a candidate for the Senate. Undaunted 
by the odds against him, Vest threw him- 
self into the fight. He needed Crisp’s vote 
very badly, and the influence which his 
support would throw to him. With it he 
believed that he cowld be elected over 
Rathbun. 


He made an appointment with Crisp and 
they went to a sequestered spot in the 
woods. Crisp took qa seat on a log and 
Vest stood up before him. 

“Crisp,”’ said Vest, “you are a man of 
culture and refinement, and here you are 
in the woods of Arkansas, working and 
fighting like a slave. I notice that the hair 
is beginning te crop through your hat in 
places and your toes are peeping out of 
your shoes, 

“You ought toe be the representative of 
the Confederacy in that cradle of culture 
and learning, Rome, where the maidens 
are as soft and beautiful as the roses 
they twine, where summer sings and never 
dies, where you could drink knowledge 
from its fonta, and do more good for the 
cause of the South than you are at pres- 
ent accomplishing.

Was Always away a fortune; part 
Liberal of it went to his 


friends out of pure 
kindness. In his prosperous days he lived 
in a large white house built upon the 
Southern plan, with large rooms, roomy 
fireplaces and wide verandas. This house 
was about one mile south of Independence. 
There Col. Crisp entertained his friends 
and the great men of the state with great 
lavishness. He did not buy groceries and 
supplies as other men d@id. If he needed 
nuts he bought ea barrel of them. If it was 
oranges that waa needed, he would buy 
several boxes. At one time he bought a 
carload of Georgia watermelons and stored 
them in Shultz’s icehouse and sent his 
negro servant around to all his neighbors 
with the message: 


“Col. Crisp has a car load of ripe melons 
in Shultz’s icehouse and invites you to help 
yourseif to all you wish.’’ 


He was excedingly fond of watermelons 
and would sometimes eat two at a single 
sitting. In watermelon season he would 
often sit upon his verandah and halt a 
farmer dGriving to town with a load of 
melons and buy the whole load. Then he 
would, potnt out his neighbors and tell the 
man to take two to this house, three to 
another, four to another and after all his 
neighbors were supplied to bring the rest 
to him. .

It Will Not Be an Asylum 


for Tramps or for the 
'  Undeserving, 


TEMPORARY REFUGE IN 
TIME OF ADVERSITY 


Families Will Not Be Separated, but 
Will Have Cottage to Themselves 
Until Father Is Able to 
Oare for Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., April 2%.—A popular 
misapprehension exists as to the nature of 
the great philanthrophy provided for in the 
will of the late Winfield Scott Stratton. It 
has. been denominated a gigantic poor- 
house, and by many persons is regarded as 
a rendezvous for the paupers of the coun- 
ty. These are mistaken notions of its char- 
acter. 

In the first place,the institution will be 
opened only to bona fide residents of E! 
Paso County, and, if there be capacity for 
them, to actual residents of Colorado. The 
itinerant beggar who comes here from an- 
other state will find the doors of the home 
closed to h'm. 

The central purpose of the founder was 
to provide a comfortable home for the un- 
fortunate and worthy, incapacitated for 
self-support by illness or accident, where 
they might come for rest, medica! at- 
tendance and recuperation. He had in 
mind particularly the men who have fol- 
lowed his own calling, but who have 
been stricken down in their pursuit of the 
golden rocks, but his purpose also em- 
braced all industrious, honest working- 
men who may meet with misfortune. 


Institution Will 

Be an Assistance. a 
The institution is to be a temp , 
rather than @ permanent home for the un- 
fortunate, where they may regain strength 
with which they may again take up the 
battle of life. It will give him the fresh 
vigor which renews courage to dare and. 
to do. It is not to be simply a last resting 


decrepit. Preference is to be 
~ pone who are disabled, but whom 
nursing, medical assistance, physical com- 
forts and bright and inspiring environ- 
ments will fit to go back to their old places 


in the world. 

Instead of one vast asylum the insf- 
tution will be a collection of cottages. It 
will be an aggregation of homes, rather 
than one big home. Mr. Stratton had in 
mind the preservation of the domestic cir- 
cle, notwithstanding the breaking down 
of the head of the family. He would not 
have the sick or injured father separated 
from.the wife and children during the 
period of helpiessness, but would have 
the family gathered under a single roof, 
and not deprived of all the beauties of 
home life. Henoe the cottage plan. For 
those without families a large building 
will be maintained. 

Professional be vicious characters 
and those afflicted with disease which jis 
the result of their own dissipation, are to 
be excluded. In the public almshouses the 
decent man must associated with the 
disreputable. In the Stratton home he will 
come in contact with: only unfortunate re- 
spectability and honesty. 


No Uniform or 

Badge to Be Worn. 

Under the terms of Mr. Stratton’s will 
there shall be no. badge or garb of depend- 
ence worn by those who come for shelter 
to the Stratton home. No inmate shal! he 


required to perform any menial or other 
service for any of the employes of other 
inmates of the institution, save members 
of his own family. Instead of feeling de- 
graded, his self-respect shall be preserved, 
so that no unfortunte and worthy man 
may hesitate, on the day of his need, to 
come within the gates and apply for 


elp. 

The institution is to be made a thing of 
beauty, so that it may be a joy to the oc- 
cupants and a pride to the citizens of the 
county in which it is erected. The grounds 
will be extensive, with lawns and flowers 
and trees, and are to be laid out by the 
The buildings 
are to be artistic, as well as comfortable, 
and will be designed by architects of high 
standing. The esthetic is not to be sac- 
rificed to the practical. The surroundings 
are to be attractive in every particular, to 
the end that inmate may be cheered as 
well as cared for materially, and that they 
may forgot that they are objects of 
charity. 

It was the founder's intention that the 
institution should made not an asylum, 
but a home in the fullest sense of the 
word. While he has not arranged the de- 
tailsa, he had carefully planned the gen- 
eral character of the institution and left 
explicit instructions to his executors to 
carry out his views of what an ideal home 
for the worthy poor should ‘be, 


Nothing Like It 

in the World. 

There is no similar institution in the 
world. The Myron Stratton home will 
have an individuality of its own—the her- 
itage of the brain and’ heart of its found- 
er, who, in his desire to establish a noble 
charity, thought not of perpetuating h'‘s 
own name, but of honoring the memory 
of his father and of benefiting humanity. 
4.e said that the millionaires of today en- 
dow institut'ons of learning and build l- 
braries with their wealth, thus helping 
those who least need assistance. It was 
his desire to remove, as far as his for- 
tune would permit him, suffering from 
the class to which he belonged in his 
early days and which he never forgot or 
turned from in the days of his prosperity. 
The amount which will be available for 
the Stratton home cannot be determined 
for some time. The estate is probably 
worth $10,000,000 or more, but its exact 
value depends upon the outcome of the 
reat undeveloped wien properties in 
the Cripple Creek district which Mr. 
Stratton had acquired during 
few years of his life. His 
were made with great care, and it is 
likely that the mineral land will prove 
to be immensely rich, and may largely 
increase the present estimate of the 
value of the estate. Practicall 
the Stratton fortune will go to t home, 
as the personal bequests were inconsid- 
erable, compared to the total of the 


estate. é

The venerable painter Ziem tells in a 
Paris journal the circumstances of the 
composing of Chopin's “Marche Funebre.” 
The gruesome story which follows will con- 
firm the impression, gained from a variety 
of sources; that Chopin, whatever his ge- 
nius, was no Very comfortable companion. 
Ziem tells how Chopin was seated in his 
studio talking. In one corner was a piano, 
in another a man’s skeleton—one of the 
studio properties—covered with a cloth: 

I noticed that now and again Chopin's 
gaze would wander, and from my knowl- 
edge of the man I knew that his thoughts 
were far away from me and his surround- 
ings. More than that, I knew that he was 
composing. 

Presently he rose from his seat, without 
a word, walked over to the skeleton and 
removed the cloth. He then carried it. to 
‘the piano and, seating himself, took the 
hideous object upon his knees. A strangs 
picture of life and death! Then drawing 
the white cloth round himself and the skel- 
eton, he laid the latter’s fingers over his 
own and began to play. There was no hes- 
itation in the slow, measured flow of sound 
which he and the skeleton conjured up. 
As the music’ swelled in a louder strain I 
closed my eyes, for theré was something 
weird in that picture of man and skeleton

WHAT IS WRONG WITH BRITISH 
ARMY OFFICERS.

The inefficiency of the English officers is 
due mainly to the fact that the army is an 
aristocratic institution. An officer in a 
crack regiment must have a private income 
of at least $4000 per annum, in addition to 
his pay; and unless he has a certain social 
standing, he would not be tolerated fn the 
mess.

CROP CONDITIONS THE 
PRINCIPAL MARKET INFLUENCE 


In. Europe the Prospects Poor and in 
American Fine.—Bulls Backing the 
Former and Bears the Latter.— 
Weather Conditions Against 
Farm Work and Bullishly 
Effect Corn and Oats. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 


Speculation has taken a decided stand in 
wheat, and the bulls and the bears are 
now fixed on their respective sides of the 
market, preparatory to an aggressive fight 
to a finish. The bulls are banking upon a 
short crop in Europe and extensive demands 
from its importing countries; the bears are 
backing, assured of prospective great crops 
-{n America and ample supplies therefrom. 
On the Western Hemisphere the scenery is 
a rich, healthy green; on the BDastern Hemi- 
gephere a blasted heath, if some of the 
‘eable information is to be believed. The 
conditions are such that extraordinarily 
, lively markets are in prospect, with rapid 
and violent changes in price, until the final 
explosion comes on one side of the market 
or the other, when actual conditions be- 
come assured as either certainly bullish or 
bearish. At the level of values where wheat 
is now located it must be admitted that the 
bulls are greatly more favored by the price 
than are the bears. The short seller cannot 
count upon any great decline from present 
prices, where the buy:¢* may see the mar- 
ket soaring far above these prices, if the 
conditions abroad prove to be as alarming 
as may be the case. And if an European 
War scare should be injected into the sit- 
uation? 


All kinds of information on the crops, 
the supply and demand and the markets 
across the water were received the past 
week.

MANY-NAMED MAN ARRESTED 


Not on Account of Names, but Because 
of Other People’s Horses He Is 
Charged With Handling. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 25.—Paulo 
Gauna is the name given by his sponsors 
in baptism to a young man who was placed 
in jail on a charge of horse theft. He alse 
owns and operates three other surnames, 
ncne of them assumed, but all ootained in 
a legitimate manner. 

The first wor« that ha did wis cn a 
ranch owned by a man by the name of 
Conzales, in whose servire he begun to 
be called Gonzales. Paulo also fell into 
disuse as a first name, and he got to be 
known as Juan Gonzales. 

Juan Gonzales then took employment as 
a herder. In ranch life the foreman is 
not rverticular about the names he calls 


his men so the new man was designated 
by the Spanish word for his oecupatien, 
and in a year or so he was known wo the 
world as Juan Bosero. 

In his migrations Juan Bosero came back 
home, to find that his mother had remar- 
ried a man by the name of Hernandez 
His mother promptly deposed Juan, and 
the name of Paulo was asserted. At the 
same time new acquaintances began calling 
him by his step-father's name, and Paulo 
Guana, alias Juan Gonzales, allas Juan Bo- 
sero, made his bow as Paulo Hernandez, 
at Elmendorf, Tex. 

After the affidavit was made before 
Justice Adams it took the officers more 
than a week to follow the young man 
through these devious transnominations 
and secure his arrest. 


DIED FROM FALL AT PRAYER 


Artist Dropped to Tile Floor of 
Prison and His Skull Was 
Fractured. 


COLUMBUS, O., April 25.—After two 
weeks or more of wildest dissipation, C.

DECREASE IN LOANS 
AN IMPORTANT FACTOR 


Surplus Increased to a Figure Exceed- 
ing That of One Year Ago—Market 
Generally Has Been Uncer- 
tain and Depressed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 25.—The 
Post says today: 

There was considerably more food for 
encouragement in today’s bank _§state- 
ment than there was in that of a week 


ago. For one thing the $5,056,000 in- 
crease reported today in cash reserves 
was in line with the Friday estimates. 
Then, too, the loan account decreased 
substantially, instead of expanding, as it 
did last Saturday. 

The net result was a much larger in- 
crease in the surplus than has been usual 
at this period in other years, and the 
reaching of a figure which exceeds that 
of a year ago today. 

If the same husbanding of resources 
as is shown in this week’s returns could 
be continued for a couple of months 
from now, the banks would be in a 
greatly impreved position. 

They did so strengthen their position 
after this week a year ago, though only 
through wholesale shifting of loans to 
Europe. 

On the Stock Exchange the early mar- 
ket had been uncertain and somewhat 
depressed, with particular weakness in 
Metropolitan Street Railway shares—a 
consequence, of course, of the new turn 
taken in the company’s extraordinary 
lawsuit. The general market was not 
active, even then. 

When the bank statement, with its 
largely increased surplus, appeared upon 
the market, prices advanced a fraction. 
They relapsed again slightly, before the 
close, apparently on profit taking by 
speculators who had awaited the bank 
return. 

An incident of the day was the further 
moderate advance in foreign exchange.

Of 
mere immediate effect was the renewed 
weakness caused in Metropolitan Street 
Railway by the veiled intimations of matter 
for investigation by the district attorney's 
office in the affairs of the corporation. 


Market Waited for

T is not pleasant to talk, even to a

' More than 19 years ago, or, to be exact, 
on the seventh day of February, 1885, at 
Decatur, Ill., Clarence Ed Phillips and 
Bessie M. Phillips adopted a girl baby 
about four months old. I was that baby. 
I was given the name of Edna Mabe! Phil- 
lips by Judge 8. F. Greer of the county 
court, in the order of adoption. In their

found at their front door on the night of 
Beptember 25, 1884, where I had been se- 
cretly left by someone whom they did not 

ow. They also swore that my parents 
were unknown, and that there was no 
ione related to or connected with me to 


T have letters from Mrs. Phillips say- 
ing. she does kfiow who my parents 
are, and she has told me on several oc- 
easions that she knows who they are. I 
Rave never been able to get her to tell! 
me their names and where they live. She 
has told me several conflicting stories in 
this connection, but I'll speak of them 
later. These facts I have learned from 
the record of the county court of Macon 
County, Illinois, of which Decatur is the 
county at. 

The rst I can remember was when I 
was five or six years old, going to school 

‘4m Jollet, Il., and boarding with strang- 
ers. Mrs. Phillips was in Chicago, having 
here some time after she adopted 
me. I remained in Joliet until I was about 
seven years old, then Mrs. Phillips brought 
“me to Chicago. She was living on the West 
ide at that time, but I cannot remember 
dust where. We always lived on the West

Mrs. Phillips always seemed to have plenty 
of money, but she tried to appear poor. 
She would work all day, sometimes scrub- 
bing sidewalks or front door steps, and 
at the same time would have &@ woman at 
her home doing her housework. Then she 
would dress, sometimes in very handsome 
and fine clothes, and go out for the even- 


ing, to theaters or other places of amuse- 
ment. 


I thought it very strange that we should 
move so often. We seldom lived in one 
house long. Mrs. Phillips seemed anxious 
to move whenever we began to make ac- 
quaintances among the neighbors. She 
would move without any warning and with- 
out seeming to make preparations. Some- 
times she would come home in the evening 
after having been out all day, and begin 
to pack up our things: that night, or early 
mext day, we would move into another 
neighborhood. We did not have much, and 
it was easy to pick up and go on a mo- 
ment’s notice. We seemed to be very poor 


so far as household furniture was con- 
cerned. 


Mrs. Phillips was not mean to me ex- 
cept that she did not dress me well. She 
claimed that she could not afford it. She 
always had pretty clothes for herself, and 
plenty of money for her own pleasure. She 
always kept a close watch over me and 
tried to keep me from having any friends. 
By the time I was 12 or 13 years old we 
did not move go often. At that time we 
had been living in one house for some 
months. Several men and women were liv- 
ing there with us. I did nét like the place. 
It did not seem to me that everything was 
just right, but Mrs. Phillips, as-she had 
always done, told me and taught me to be 
good, I do not love her, but I must say this 
much for her, I am sincerely grateful. 


It was at this house that one of the per- 
sons in the ‘family, although I,do not re- 
member who it was, said something to me 
about my parents. Then several began to 
taunt me, saying that Ed and Besote Phil- 
lips were not my parents. I cried myself 
to sleep. The next day I went to Mrs. 
Phillips to learn if what the people bad 
said about me was true. She told ine it

not far from where we lived. I had not 
jo.uied any church but most of my life had 
atter.ded Episcopalian services. I was driv- 
en away from that church, however, by the 
children making fun of my cheap and poor 
clothes. Then I went to Father Cashman 
and he became a very good friend to me. 

While Mrs. Phillips pretended that she 
was poor and said that she could not af- 
ford to give me decent clothes to wear, she 
kept me in the public schools and then gave 
me a good business course in stenography 
a little more than three years ago. 

I became desperate, sick with disgust for 
the house and every one in it. One night I 
tied up all my belongings into a little 
bundle and let them down to the ground

from my window with a strinf#® I had on- 
ly one pair of stockings and all my other 
clothing was equally as limited. The next 
morning when I left the house I found my 
clothes, and ran away to a Catholic school 
near Father Cashman’s church. The sis- 
ters knew me very well, and when I told 
them what I had done and why, they took 
me in and were very good to me. 


When Mrs. Phillips learned that I had 
left her she went to the Lake street police 
station and swore out a warrant for my 
arrest, charging me with disorderly con- 
duct. The policeman to whom was given 
the warrant for service knew me, Before 
starting out to serve it he went home and 
put on plain clothes. Mrs. Phillips came 
with the officer. Father Cashman was sent

for by ome of the sisters and the four of 
us talked my case over thoroughly. I told 
the policeman and Father Cashman a great 
many of the things that had happened at 
the house as reasons why I had run away. 


Mrs. Phillips seemed to be very much 
frightened at the idea of my getting away 
from her, and she ordered the policeman 
to arrest me. I was taken to the Lake 
street police station on a charge of dis- 
érderly conduct. The next day I was ar- 
raigned before Justice Eberhardt at the 
Desplaines street police court (I think the 
name of the justice was Eberhardt). Mrs. 
Phillips had had a number of witnesses 
summoned to testify against me including 
several persons who were living in her 
house. When they had finished the justice 


said he Nouke dismiss the charge against 
me without hearing any evidence on my 
behalf because there was no proof to sus- 
tain the charge. Mrs. Phillips’ witnesses 
had favored me. all through their testi- 
mony. The justice rebuked Mrs. Phillips 
and told me I need not go back with her 
if f did not want to. He even advised me 
not to go back. 

I did not go back. I changed my name, 
moved away from that neighborhood and 
began to live by myself. I have never seen 
Mrs. Phillips since that time. I have heard 
from her often, because I do not want to 
lose track of her. I feel that when the 
time comes—when she is dying—she will tell 
me my secret. Her letters have been for- 
warded to me from various addresses, in 
such a manner that she is unable to lo- 
cate my whereabouts. Perhaps she is the 
only person in the world who can set my 
mind at rest and answer. the question that 
is eating into my heart day and night, 
Who am I? She has written me hundreds 
of letters, begging me to come back to her, 
begging me just to let her see me again. 
She is living now at 2204 South State street, 
and still keéps up her pretense of being 
poor.

NINETY-TW0 YEARS IN PRISON FOR THIS MAN 


Harry Hammond Pleaded Guilty.-to Six Crimes at Once. and 
Received Nearly the Maximum for Each—Former St. Louis 
Boy Confessed to. Save Youthful Accomplice. 


ARRY HAMMOND, a former Bt. 
Louls boy who has a remarkable 
‘criminal record covering 14 years, 

has just begun serving in the. Missouri 
penitentiary the first of six simultaneous 
sentences that aggregate 92 years. Each 
of these sentences was given on a plea of 
guilty, and all.the crimes were comnfitted 
within a period of two months, in the city 
of Springfield, Mo. The criminal career of 
Harry’ Haminond «is most extraordinary, 
and the sentences aggregating a little less 
than a hundred years are considered by 
many’ as letting the man off easy. . The 
crimes and sentences follow:

, ix or seven of the most erudite priests in the United States will be 
i} present as official objectors, who may take issue with the defendant 
_on any one of 212. propositions. Each of these propositions: Father Vil- 
»lalonga is prepared to defend, though he will not know until the very 
1} ‘moment what propositions may be attacked by the objectors. Cardinal 
‘Gibbons will be present and is entitled to object, as are all other 
'priests.and laymen in attendance provided they can talk Latin. 

All the arguments will be in the Latin tongue. Not a word-of any other 
language will be spoken during the four hours’ of argument, The ob- 
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ing 212 theses or propositions which he is 
ready to defend against all arguments of 
any adversary who may present himself. 
These theses are an outline, a kind of 
framework of a whole system of theology. 
It begins with such matter as is held by 
all theists, then includes the doctrines of 
al. Christians, and finally reaches those 
dogmas which are held by the Catholics 
alone. Thesis No. 5 is against the atheist 
as well as against certain schools of Chris- 
tian French philosophers. It says: ‘The 
existence of God can be most certainly 
known by the natural light of human rea- 
son from the consideration of the things 
that He has made.’’ The 3ist thesis main- 
tains that predestination: does not hurt the 
freedom of the rational creature. The 53d 
pays very little respect to the modern no- 
tions of all-including. evolution—for it 
claims that our first parents, as is plain 
from sacred revelation, were made directly 
by God, ‘not only as regards their souls, but 
their bodies as well. No. 148 shows that 
Jesus -was the Son of God, the Redeemer. 
No. 12¢ maintains that ‘‘the Roman church 
is the oniy true church of Christ.'’ No. 209 
asserts that both the natural law and the 
positive law of God prohibit any created 
authority from granting a divorce. 


From this it can be seen from how broad 
a field the objections may be taken, and 
what an amount of preparation is nec¢s- 
sary for such an undertaking. Objections 
may be drawn from the scriptures, from 
the writing of any one of the doctors cf 
the church, from the decrees of the coun- 


cils, from the whole long period of the ‘is-| 


tory of the church, from the writings of any 
of the 300 or more fathers of the church. 
The set of the writings of the fathers that 
is in the university library is made up cf 
more than 300 volumes of about the size cf 
the ordinary law book, and they are close- 
ly printed. 

Probably the theses that have cost Fath- 
er Villalonga most time and trouble are 
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the chair in the hall of the university at 
10 o’clock Wednesday morning. Any one 
present may offer objections; in fact, they 
are invited fo do so. Good form requires, 
however, that they°mention to the presid- 
ing officer their willingness to object. The 
president of the university will preside. 
Most of the guests will be restrained, no 
doubt, by their lack of facility in the use 
of the Latin tongue and in the syllogastic 
metiiod of argumentation, in which all 
such encounters are conducted.

It is believed that Mr. Stokes’ 
invention will go far toward settling the 
difficult question. of providing a suitable 
floating battery. ce | 
The advantages of this battery, briefly 
stated, are its spherise? shape above water, 
which renders 4 impervious to armor- 
piercing g&Tls, inasmuch as they will slide 
off when the strike; its immoyable gun, 
doing away with the expensive and exposed 
gun-carriage; and the additional stability 
afforded by the spherical form of most of

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COIN AND CARD PUZZLE. 

Balance a playing card horizontally on 
the top of your left forefinger and on it 
lay a coin, say a quarter, so that both 
card and coin shall be in equilibrium, You 
are now required to remove the card with- 
out touching the coin.
